ASIA MINOR. 
TURKISH VICTORIBS. 


Enzrroum, June 25.—After the battle of 


Aerdekan, June 16, the Turks, having fallen 
back on Delibaba, the Russian left wing took 
possession of Delibaba Pass, and fortified it. 
The Russian right wing having retired some- 
what, Moukhtar Pasha telegraphed Rachid Pa- 
sha to join him with nine of the twelve battal- 
ions forming the Turkish left wing. Moukhtar 
quitted his headquarters at Zewin on the night 
of June 17, for Delibaba, to take command of 
the Turkish right wing in person. On the fol- 
lowing day he received reinforcements which 
raised the strength of the right wing to nine- 
teen battalions, four cavalry regiments, aud 
turee batteries. The Russians in Delibaba Pass 
numbered 20,000, with five batteries. 
SBVERAL SKIRMISHES 

June 20 and 21, Moukhtar at- 
tacked the pass. The fighting lasted from 6 


o'clock in the morning until 8 in the evcning. . 


The Russians were at first driven from their 
positions, but they afterwards recaptured them, 
and attacked the Turkish positions on the 
heights with charges of infantry and cavalry. 
The Turkish front gave way for a short time, 
but afterwards ralliea, charged the Russians, aud 
drove them back. The Turks then opened a 
terrible artillery fire, and compelled the Ru ssians 
to fall back with heavy loss. The ? 
knowledge a loss of 400 killed and about the 
same number wounded. It reckons that the

AT LEAST DOUSLB. 

On the 27th Moukhtar again fought a severe 
battle. The Russian cavalry were placed in an 
intrenchment to act asiniantry, but ultimately 
the Turks drove them out, and pursued them, 
the Russians retreating in disorder for Zeideker. 
The whole of the fighting lasted thirty-three 
hours. The Turkish loss, according to the 
latest accounts, is upwards of 2,000, and the 
Russian much heavier. 

The Turkish headquarters are still at Zewin, 
where twenty-four battalions and two batteries 
occupy an excellent position, which is unassail- 
abie in front. 

On the 23d 16,000 Russians began to advance 
against this position. The main body of this 
force is at Sarickamifch, five hours’ march 
from Zewin, and its advance guard is 
at Yemibkoy. It is very probable 
that a great dattle will be fought 
in this quarter. The Turks await an assault, 
and if it is not attempted they will advance and 
endeavor to crush this corps. Ismail Pasha, 
Governor of Erzeroum, commands the centre 
during the absence of Moukhtar Pasha. So far, 
all attacks upon Kars have been repulsed with 
loss. 1 
‘ BAYAZID. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, June @.—The Turkish 
newspaper Bassiret announces the capitulation 
of the Russians at Bay azid. 

BATOUM. 

Dervish Pasha telegraphs from Batoum June 
28: We have repulsed several attacks of the 
Russians, and finally compelled them to with- 
draw, and retreat with 1,500 killed and wounded. 
Darkness coming on, we could not bring up our 
artiliery, and therefore did not occupy the in- 
trenchments which the Russians abandoned, but 
returned to our position.“ 

A telegram from the Governor of Trebizond 
states that a frigate assisted in the foregoing af- 
fair by the bombardment of the intrenchments 
of the Russians, and aeknowledges that seven 
Turkish officers and eighty men were killed. 

REINFORCEMENTS. 

Sr. PETERSBURG, June 25.—It is officially an- 
nounced that reinforcements are on their way to 
Bayazid. 


RUSSIA AND ENGLAND. 
DIFFERENCE OF OPINION. 

Lonpon, June 25.—Commenting on the corre- 
spondence between Gortechakoff and Derby, 
published Saturday, the Times says that 
‘* frankness has been met by frankness, and the 
result is a conviction that the war, for which we 
may hope for the speediest termination, ought 
not to endanger the good relations between 
England and Russia.” 

ENGLAND OBJECTS. 

The English Cabinet has, after due delibera- 
tion, disapproved of Gortechakoff’s declaration 
as to Russia’s policy in the Eastern war, and the 
English Government has resolved not to allow 
even the temporary occupation of Constantino- 
ple by the Russians. 

ENGLAND AND THE SRZ CANAL. 

Lonpow, June 25.—In the House of Commons 
Sir Stafford Northcote said the Porte’s answer 
to Engiand’s communication relating to the 
Sucz Cana! was received by Layard, the British 
representative at Constantinople, on the 2ist. 
The substance of the answer is that the Porte 
assents to England’s views regarding the free 
passage of the canal for neutrals, but it cannot 
allow Russian ships access to the canal, as it is 
part of the Ottoman Empire. In view of Russia’s 
declaration not to make war upon the canal, 
England will not take any steps for its protec- 
tion. 

MONEY WANTED. 

It is stated that, notwithstanding the $25,- 
000,000 in the Indian Budget, the, Government 
really did intend to ask Parliament for $25,000,- 
000 to meet war contingencies. However, wheth- 
er owing to an antagonism said to exist between 
Earl Beaconeficld and the Marquis of Salisbury, 
or the probability of a determined opposition 
from the Liberals, an application is to be made 
only Tor $10,000,000. It-is said that not only will 
it de made by reason of the precedent set by 
Gladstone during the Franco-German war, but 
that the request will be in similar language.

THE PRINC OF ROUMANIA. 
Bucharest Corresnon@ence New York Times. 

I had a long audience r with her High- 
ness the Princess Eli th of Roumania, nee 
Princess of Wied, and here again I must remark 
upon the exquisite — — utter absence of 
pretension which chara this family. Par- 
venus as a rule—-I take the word im its real sense 
as meaning some one Wo has arrived at success 
where she d no right ft Ar it—are generally 
uppish and try to make you feel their importance. 
Here there is nothing of the kind; they both are 
simple and unaffected.. There was no Chamber- 
lain or Equerry to sit upon me with his condescen- 
sion; a servant showed me up one flight of stairs 
and down another, and through a long gallery hung 
with engravings of German and Italian cathedrals, 
into a bright drawing-rowm furnished in crimson 
silk. A dozen good modern paintings hun 
on the walls above low etageres filled wit 
choice selections of French, English, and 
German books, among which were Shakspeare and 
Longfellow in the original, and a collection of the 
Tauchnitz editions of modern novels. Some choice 
Dresden chiva stood at oe end of the room, and 
at the other, on a malachite pedestal, the bust in 
marble of the only child of the sovereign, a sweet 
little thing who died of croup about two years ago. 
A statue of the same infant in a reclining position 
was in a recess. Iwas not kept long in waiting 
before another servant ned the door and an- 
nounced me by name, } as would have been 
done at an ordinary visit. Princess Elizabeth met 
me with a pleasant smile, @ayine that her husband 
had already spoken of me to her, and that she was 
delighted to make the ntance of an Amer- 
ican. She had heard so much of my country and 
eo admired ite in tions, ‘‘for you 
must know,” she **that I 
am a thorough Republican.’ The Princess 
1s about 36 years Of age, rather tall, 
witha slight tendency te ¢mbonpoint, her face, 
without being regularly beautiful, has a wonderful 
charm of expressiveness, and her manner is calcu- 
lated to put a stranger immediately at his ease. 
Blonde, of course, with bige eyes, a fair complex- 
ion, and exquisite teeth there were moments 
during our conversation when she might have been 
called an exceedingly pretty woman. She was 
dressed in a plain, yellowish pique gown which 
was more than simple, so t there was nothing 
to set off her advantages or conceal her defects 
Her band and arm might be taken as models. We 
taiked almost exclusively in English, which she

ly understand, I have met few Americans or 
English whos it with 48 much purity and ele- 
Vance.

*BAIRACK.” 
THE BANNER OF THE CALIPHATE-—WHY THE 

SULTAN BROUGHT IT BEFORE THE ARMY. 

An Oriental correspondert of the London Tele- 
‘*‘On April 25, the Sultan Abdul 
Hamid, addressing the Turkisharmy, said: ‘The 
fatherland is in danger. It ia my duty to take in 
my handthe banner of the Caliphate and go into 
the midst of my soldiers—to sacrifice, if neces- 
sary, my life for the independence of the Empire 
and the honor and life of our women and children.’ 
Many of the readers of the Dai/y Teiegraph would 
like, perhaps, to know some details of this banner, 
and of ite wonderrul influence upon the mind of 
those who believe in Mohammed and his ‘ Koran.’ 
It' might interest them, Sherefore, if I give here 
some observations on the subject. 

The banner of the Caliphate, to which the Sultan 
alludes in his speech, is that which the Turks call 
the Heavenly Standard,’ and, in their lancuage, 
*Bairack.’ Its color is green, and they believe 
it to have been the banner ofthe Prophet Moham- 
med, delivered to him by the angel Gabriel, 
through the medium of Ayesha, as an indubitable 
token of victory over their enemies. This stand- 
ard was formerly laid up ip the Treasury of the 
Sultan at Constantinople, butis now kept in the 
Mosque at Kyoob, where the pew Sultans on the 
day of their coronation mrd on the sabre of the 
Caliphate. In case of any serious struggle, a re- 
ligious duty compels the Sultan to give orders to 
the *‘Mullas,’or Mohammedan clergy, to display 
the Prophet's standard before the people and army. 
and proclaim Al-Jehad, or the holy war, by 
exhorting the Moslems 5 be faithful to their 
religion and defend theft Kingdom. * This 
is the Prophet's banner,’ the Sheik-ui- 
Islam exciaime; This is the standard of 
the Caliphate; it is set up before vou and displayed 
over your heads, O. true believers, to announce to 
you that your religion is threatened, your Caliphate 
in danger, and your life, wives, children, and 
property exposed to be the prey of your cruel 
enemies! Any Moslem. therefore, who refuses to 
take his arms and follow this holy Bairack is an 
infidel, and must, therefore, suffer condemnation. ' 
Sach an expedient has always produced wonderful 
effects among thoee who confess the Mohammedan 
religion. All good Moslems are considered as 
being divorced from their wives, ipso facto, if 
they refuse to make haste, take up their arms, 
follow the banner of the Caliphate, and fight 
against the enemy of their religion and Kingdom. 
It ia confirmed by trustworthy historians that 
the standard of the Calipate has been always kept 
with extraordinary care and reverence—that even 
the Janissaries, who were often disrespectful to the 
Sultans, troem' led at the sight of this holy ensign. 
Only one instance of disrespect to the heavenly 
standard is related in the Turkish annals. This 
happened in 1658, when Hassan Pasha, at the 
head of a seditious faction, waged war with his 
legitimate soverei The Suitan gave orders, as 
usual, to display the banner of the Caliphate, with 
a view to induce Hassan Pasha and his parties to 
obey and respect the Head of Islam.

THE TURKISH ARMY. 
THE PLAN OF ORGANIZATION, ARMAMENT, BTC. 
—LOCATION OF THE DIFFERENT CORPS. 

A correspondent of the London Tunes at Trebi- 
zond writes that the organization of ‘the Turkish 
army is very sin@lar to the English. Each corps 
consists of two complete divisions, under a Lieu- 
tenant Generai, with the following corps’ troops 
under the immediate command of ®the General- in- 
Chief, viz.: A brigade of cavalry, a 
brigade of ficld artillery, two troops of 
horse artillery and a battalion of 
sappers. Each division contains two brigades 
of infantry, with one regiment of cavalry, one 
troop of horse artillery, and one-half brigade field 
artillery, under the personal order of the divisional 
leader. Each infantry brigade consists of two 
regiments, and each regiment has four battahons— 
one of rifles and three line corps; the rifle, or light 
infantry battalion, having four mountain guns (or 
mitrailleuses, in some cases) attached to it. 


These guns are mounted on mules similar to our 
Indian mounted batteries, though the carriages are

Discipline among all ranks seems 
to be unknown. Sentries relieve each other 
at pleasure, lay their rifles down and converse 
pleasantly with their officers on various topics, . 
the most general one being abuse of the War Minis- 
ter. I am sure, writes the correspondent, 
„that even Lord Cardwell never suffered from 
our service half as much as Redif Pasha does 
from those under his command. In Constan- 
tinople tne opinion was pretty openly ex- 
pressed that he would fall in a few days, and 
that Raouf Pasha, the present Minister of 
Marine, would take over his portfolio.

THE CZAR. 
HIS VISIT TO ROUMANIA, AND HIS RECEPTION BY 
BULGARIANS. 
Dispatches to London Times. 

Piorestt, June 6.—To-day occurred an event 
which will long be memorable in the history of Eu- 
rope. At 8 o'clock in the evening the Czar arrived 
at the Town of Phoiesti,—a place where the work 
of an old civilization is manifested by old walls 
built of stone, with layers of flat tiles at intervals. 
and temple-like ruins. The Emperor Alexander 
comes to Roumania, not as a conqueror, but as an 
ally. To the Bulgarians, the Czar comes as a Lib- 
ator, for he has accustomed the people on both sides 
of the Danube to regard him as their only friend 
and helper. At his approach, without doubt, the 
Bulgarians rejoice. Their country is to be admin- 
istered by Prince Tcherkaske, who, with Eulogio 
Giorgieff, a Bulgarian, possessed of such business 
capacity that in Wallachia he has accamulated a 
fortune of half a million sterling, and other great 
Bulgarians, left Bucharest yesterday to meet his 
Imperial Majesty. A Russian Prince, with Bul- 


garian assistants, will administer a Province where, 


I am told by Bulgarians themselves, the massacres 
known by the name of ‘* atrocities’ in England 
were but as the sudden breaking out of waters 
checked for a moment. 

PLoresti, June 7.—The railway station was 
decorated with flags, Roumanian and Russian, 
wherever room for flags could be found.

RUSSIA AND TURKEY, 


Views of the Hon. Cassius M. Clay. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Warrenart, Ky., June 16.—Russia is composed 
of a vast number of once independent nations, or 
rather tribes, whose pursuits were mostly, like our 
natives, predatory warfare. But, unlike the 
English and other nations, she assimilates her 
conquered people to her own, and makes them 
one in all matters political. The result is, that 
there is no people on the earth more patriotic than 
the Russians. When Schamyl. after so long a war, 


captured, he was allowed, theugh nominally in 
prison-bounds, the freedom of the Empire; 
and his two sons were placed on the Emperor's 
military staff. The Greek Church, of which the 


Catholic Church; admits of the intermarriage of 
Al the inferior priesthood, and, as a consequence, 
is less ascetic and more progressive than the Catho- 
lic branch of Christianity. Russia, from the time 
of Peter the Great, has been keeping pace with 
modern civilization. She no more has slavery. 
The jpry, education, and commerce and internal 
improvements are common to her with the rest of 
Europe. Now contrast her with Turkey, —Turkey 
with slavery; Turkey tyrannizing and not adwmit- 
ting to equality her despised Christian and other 
dissenting subjects; Turkey, basing her religious 
ideas upon pureiy sensual desires; Turkey, from 
the nature of things, incapable of progress and of 
modern civilization. No humanitarian, then, can 
desire the success of Turkey in the present con- 
test, but rather her complete and final overthrow. 
But England has subjected and plandered India, 
and the success of Russia would jeopardize her 
dominion there. Well, what has humanity, or the 
self - preservation of other nations, in commen 
with England? Spread out the map of the world, 
and the color which marks the British islends 
marks the strong posts for military operations of 
all the earth. .She is at the mouth of the Mediter- 
ravean; at Suez; at the Capes of the South Sea; on 
the Pacific and Atlantic Oceans; on the south of 
Africa, where she has lately seized by violence and 
absorbed the Transvaa) Republic! She subjects 
men and nations, not as _ civilizers, but 
as piunderers. She meditates the suprem- 
acy of the world; and, if the world is 
weak enough to be deluded by der 
Ie of philanthropy, she will athieve it. 
ook at our own history. For near a century an 
Englishman could not sleep, because of American 
slavery,—though England held hundreds of slaves 
to our one. At last we came to blows about 
slavery,—the North to abolish it. the South to 
hold slaves. Where was England? The most 
active of all natiors on the side of the South and 
—— siavery! Now for hundreds of years she 
deen the backer of the brigand Turk, who 
holds it the highest merit te despise and crush the 
Christian. body and soul; and yet she has her 
Christian Bible and missionary societies! She 
is, forsooth, the Defender of the Faith 
But Turkey isa thorn in the side of Christian 
Russia, and Russia threatens to wrest the Indian 
people from her tyrannic rule! Zine i

No one knows what the designs of Russia are; 
but nothing can be worse than the longer existence 
of Turkey. So far as the balance of power is con 
Aerned (in which we Americans have no part), it 


tween Russia, Germany, Austria, and even En- 
Claud; whilst it would put an end to the menace 
which Turkey is now, aud ever will be, to Euro 
whilst the wrongof her existence shall last. * 
opinion is, that Russia would be content to refrain 
from conquest, leaving Constantinople im the

The very best arrangement would be, if all the 
peoples are to be made independent, to add to 
Greece the adjoining Greek populations and the 
Greek islands; and let the Slave and others form 
one or more nations, holding Constantinople. 

So far as America is concerned, we have but one 
rival on earth, and that is England. Shall we be 
fools enough to play into her hands’ In our hard 
fight for national life, we had bat one efficient 
friend in Europe, and that was Russia. To go 
against her now, in moral or physical aid, would 
be the most unheard-of ingratitude. But, all 
other considerations aside, Russia stands upon the 
right.

Sar Lake, Utah, June 13.—I have just read the 
two Utah letters published in your issue of June 9.

LEAD-POISON, 
No York Tribune. 

Lead - poison is introduced into the human system 
ina number of ways that would not really be sus- 
pected. Such, for immstance, is the case when to- 
bacco-chewers are’ poisoned by tinfoil. Uf it were 
actually tin, the gircumstance of their masticating 
it occasionally along with the tobacco would not 
do them any harm. But it is said that tinfoil now- 
adays is made of lead, and only faced withtin. It 
is safe to take some of these metallic poison stories 
with a grain of talt. Since the inquiry about lead- 
poison found in the lining of culinary utensils, re- 
ferred to in this column May 12, similar inveetiga- 
tions have been made by chemists outside of Phil- 
adeiphia, with varying results. One of them re- 

»orts that leall was found in the glazing of 
ined saucépans made at the West, dat 
not in those made at the East. Some chem- 
ists have not been able to find atrace of lead 
in the suspected glazing. Prof. Morton, of Ste- 
vens Institute, has made a carefui analysis, and 
finds in the entire lining of a large bowl of the 
‘*enameied iron one milligram of lead. He re- 
gards this as afair average specimen of that sort 
of ware as sold in this city. If a cook, therefore, 
were to scrape off the whole lining of a saucepan 
with every meal, and serve it upas part of the 
hash, it would take about a month to poison the 
boarders. Probably the Philadelphia experts 
examined some antiquated specimens ot 
American-linefi ironware, as it is admitted that 
whom these things were first made in this country 
powdered glass was used in compounding the en- 
amel, and many kinds of clase contain lead in con- 
siderable quantities. But of late years powdered 
glass has not been used at all in makiug the lining.

AN AUDACIOUS SNAKE, 
Datias (Tex.)

The 
efforts to kill them with coal-oil and tarnad proved 
futile, and resistance in most instances had been 
abandoned.

HOW EX-SENATOR PRATT 
DIED. 


Strack Down at a Moment’s Warning---His 
Last Article---Incident of His Early Days 
---How the Thought of His Mother Saved 
Him from Crime. : 

The Hon. D. P. Baldwin thus detdils in the Lo- 
gansport (Ind.) Star the circumstances attending 
the recent sudden death of ex-Commissioner Danie 
D. Pratt: Too intense application to the duties 
of this office brought on the disease of the heart of 
which he died. During the whisky war of 1876 he 
never left his post, but toiled at Washington all 
through the mtense heat of July and August. im 
1876 he was the choice of the Republicans as the 
candidate for Governor of Indiana. The nomina- 
tion was urged upon him, but he declined in a 
well-known letter. His reason was the disease 
of which he died twelve months afterward. Mr. 
Pratt was one of the most cheerful and genial of 
men. Wherever he went there was sunshine. He 
had the rare faculty of speaking well of everybody 
and of neverintrading himself and his truoubles 
upon others. Like othera, he tasted of the bitter 
waters of affliction. A beloved wife and two 
young men, his only sons, were taken from him. 
He suffered great pain at times, but was always 
the same large, warm-hearted, mirthful man. e 
was always ready to heara poor man’s story, and 
delighted in children. In hie reiigious views he 
was a Unitarian. He believed in God and the fu- 
ture life. His creed wastodoright. His last act 
was to write for the Star the article which we to- 
day publish. It is a most touching picture of the 
man ud bis noble character. He had previously 
sketched arough draft of the article, and was, 
Sunday morning, sitting in his arm-chair dic- 
tating to his daughter a revision of it. As he 
came th the words, ‘I recall the fact tnat 
this thought was a tenantof my mind, but for a 
moment only. Bless God, it found no hospitabie 
lodgment any longer. And what think you, gen- 
tlemen, was the thought associated with it? Away 
over the rivers and mountains, 1,000 miles dis- 
tant. ina humble farm- house on a bench, an aged 
mother reading to her boy from the oracles of God,’ 
his voice choked, and his emotions overcame 
him. Hesaid: ‘We will finish thig another time, 
Julia; read over what you have writen.’ He put 
bis head back on his chair, and in a moment after- 
ward died without a struggle oragroan. The ac- 
tion of the heart, excited no doubt by the emo- 
tion, ceased, and instantaneous death fol- 
lowed. Just as the church-bells rang out 
their morning chimes that perfect June Sabbath 
his spirit went out to meet tue spirit of his 
aged mother, who, twenty-six years ago, went to 
dwell with the Savior she loved. The throb that 


caused his death was the ewelling of his heart at 
the memory of her reading the Bible to him half a 
century before, and the recollection of which had 
tor so many yeare, curing youth and manhood, 
kept him from yielding to temptation. What a 
blessed reward that mother has had in the life and 
death of her noble son, and what an incentive to 
all mothers to be faithful.“ 

The article upon which Mr. Pratt was engaged at 
the time was one Of a series of persona! recolicc- 
tions, and was designed mainly to stiow how im- 
portant trustworthiness is to success in whatever 
situation we may be placed in life. We make ex- 
tracts as follows: 

**In my last I spoke of my arrangement with Mr. 
Fletcher, who was largely a collecting lawyer. Ille 
acquired his extensive business in promptly col- 
lecung and paying over moneys belonging to oth- 
ers. ‘That was the secret of his success in that 
line. The old State Bank was chartered in 1834, 
and until its arrangements for remitting money 
had been completed, Mr. Fletcher's practice was 
to send hie collections by private hand as oppor- 
tunity offered. It was late in the fal! of 1835 that, 
having collected for different mercantile firms in 
Cincinnati about $2,000, he sent me on horseback 


by the Lawrencebarg road to deliver to the several. 


parties interested the money so collected. As I was 
passing the branch bank, then recently established, 
on the morning of my departure, the cashier hailed 
me and brought out some bundles of bank-bilis 
folded up and stowed them away in my saddw bags, 
and handed me letters to the banks to whom the 

ackages were to be delivered. He stunned me by 
saying they amounted to $20,000. I suppose my 
friend Thomas H. Sharpe has forgotten the circum- 
stance, but he was the officer of the bank who de- 
livered the treasure. The matter had probably 
been arranged between him and Mr. Fletcher, but 
it wae a great surprise to me to ve intrusted with 
the charge of so much money. Surprise soon 
yielded to a different sentiment when i came to 
think of the responsibilty I bad incurred. Nearly 
every bouse on the road was a house of entertain- 
ment in those days when ihe gainfal spirit had no 
other form of manifestation, Dut there were cer- 
taidones of established reputation and most fre- 
quented. My iirst day's ride carried me to one of 
these, ‘Hawkins’ Tavern, twenty miles ont from 
Indianapolis, and six miles this side of Shelby- 
ville. he house was fliled and running over that 
night with hog-drovers. I Siept in a room con- 
taining four beds. My great concern was with my 
saddle-bags, containing $22,000 of paper treasure. 
To take special care of them wasto invite atten- 
tion. Of course, there wae no safe or other place of 
deposit. The only way was to throw them down in 
the common pile of baggage, and do nothing to ex- 
cite suspicion that they held anythihg beyond 
what was common for travelers to carry in the way 
of personal baggare. I was never a success at 
dissembiing, and to dissemble here was to be wise 
andtrue to my employers. For four days. for 
four watchful nights, I was on that miserable road, 
tormented with the possession of so mach wealth. 
I nevers t a more unhappy period. I once stood 
in a malt room in the Treasury Department set 
apart for the deposit of United States bonds by the 
National Banks as security to their bil- 
holders, and for the Government de- 
posits with them. There were within 
my reach bonds calling far $400,000,000. I thrnk 
that a heavy responsibility rested on the con- 
sciences of the mencharged with their safe cus- 
tody, but it was nothing in comparison with the 
sense of responsibility 1 felt, for the Government 
has provided these men with every conceivable 
means to make their trust light. There was a mo- 
ment, a supreme and critical one, when the voice 
of the tempter penetrated my ear. It was the old 
tempter that saug in the ear of Eve. It was when 
I reached the crown of those imperial hills that 
overlook the Ohio River when approaching Law- 
renceburg from the interior. This noble stream 
was the great artery of commerce at that day, be- 
fore a railroad west of Massachusetts had been 
built. What a gay spectacie it presented, flash- 
ing in the bright sunlight, covered with flat- 
boats, with rafts, with gay painted steamers 
ascending and descending, and transporting their 
passengers in brief time to the Gulf of Mexico, the 
I had bat to 
well my horse and go on board one of these with 
my treasure, and | was absolutely beyond the reach 
of pursuit. There were no telegraphs then flash- 
ing intelligence by an agency more subtile than 
steam, and far out-running it; no extradition 
treaties requiring foreign Governments to return 
the felon. The world was before me, and at the 
age of 21, with feeble ties connecting me with 
those left behind, I was in possession of a fortune 
for those early days. I recall the fact that this 
thought was a tenant of my mind for a moment and 
fora moment only. Bless God, it found no hos- 
pitable lodgment any longer. And what think yoo, 
gentle reader, were the asedciate thoughts thet 
came to my rescue? Away over rivers and mount- 
ains, a thousand miles distant, in an humble farm- 
house, on a bench, an aged mother reading to her 
boy from the oracles of God. 


JEWISH EXCLUSIVENESS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaeo, June 25.—The discussion of the con- 
duct of Judge Hilton in excluding Jews from his 
hotel at Saratoga is becoming quite general and in- 
teresting.

It is sheer 
and impudent conceit on the partof Jews them- 
selves to teach or practice the religion which they 
do teach and practice. If Judge Hilton practices 
asa part of his business rules what the Jews prac- 
ticeas religion, why should the Jews complain’. If 
the secular principles and practices of Americans 
are equal to the religious principles of Jews, who 
suffers when this appears’ 

The indignant Jews who sre making war on 
Judge Hilton should reflect that he has only taken 
agunfrom the Jewish armory, and furned it on 
their own camp and flag. If it has done execution, 
Jews have themselves to thank. Let al! Ameri- 
cans keep in mind these facts, and their jadgment 
of Judge Hilton's conduct will be more just. If 
Jews hope to escape persecutions in this Amilar to 
the persecutions which they have suffered in other 
nations, they must cease to — conceit as a 
religious principle, and exclasivene®s porn of con- 
ceit. While they continue to do this they must ex- 
pect retaliation, and perhaps persecution, such as 
they have received at the hands of al! nations. 
Cease the provocation if you can't endure to be 
kicked out of good society! Judge Hilton has 
served you just right.

’ KOT SO BAD AFTER ALL. 
The storm did not do so much damage in Chicago 
ge had been expected of it. Its approach was an- 
sounced early in the morning to a favored few, who 


~ watched with some trepidation the clouds gather- 


ng in the southwest. and looking down with some- 
thing of pitying contempt on those mortals who 
were unconcernedly walking the streets ignorant 
of what a few minutes or a few hours was going to 
bring upon their devoted beads.- All during the 
morning the clouds kept moving onward from the 


southwest. while the wind which blew the smoke 


from the chimneys and the flags on the hotels came 


from the east witha slight inclination towards the 
north. There was direct conflict between 
the air currents, the upper one deing 
one way and the lower just about the 
other way. Abont half-past 12 the advancing 
storm announcea itself by a sharp little sprinkle, 
and, a little after 1, the wind suddenly veered 
around dead into the north, and there came a vio- 
jent deluge of rain and wind. The streets were 
swept clean in a moment, not merely of people but 
of the dirt which had accumulated upon them. 
‘The rain fell, or rather was swept along, in blind- 
torrents, and en enormous amount must have 
fallen during the brief time it lasted. Later in the 
evening was another heavy rain- storm. and the two 
combined have ven us enough moisture 
for a month. his gust from the north 
kept up with great fury, and without intermission, 
for a quarter of an hour, when it began to subside. 
The wind still kept in the north, however, for 
about half an hour, when it shifted to.the south- 
west. The damage done will be found below. 
Fortunately it was by no means as great as that 
occasioned by the wind-storm of May of last year. 
is case the force of the wind appears to have 
exerted itself chietly on the West Side. The path 
of the wind was from southwest to northeast, and 
the South Side was almost unharmed, while certain 
West Side sections were badly torn up. 
. WEST DIVISION. 

The rain-storm and harricane yesterday swept 
over the West Division in a frenzy wild.. The rain 
poured down in torrents, and trees and limbs were 
scattered to the winds, which threatened dire de- 
struction to life and property.

SOUTH DIVISION. 

The lake shore section of the South Side (say the 
section east of State street) was hardly touched by 
the storm as far as receiving injury was coneerned. 
It appeared from what could be judged in riding 
and walking through the avenues aad cross-streets 
that the rain had been fully as beavy as in other 
parts of the city, but that the bitter force of the 
wind was wanting. And this was more and more 
noticeable the further south one went. The 
theory that could be most easily sub- 
stantiated would be that the storm. starting 
with ite full force at the river, gradually lost its 
power until down about Douglas place it had plen- 
ty of water but not much wind power left. The 
principal sufferers were the trees, and they under- 
went great lose all through the South Division. 
Some curious spectacles of pretty large trees up- 
rooted and lying flat while smaller ones held their 
ground are explainable when itis remembercd 
that the tree-transplanter has been abroad m the 
land and has taken up trees. say, eight inches in 
diameter, and but them down in fore: parts. 
Several of these toppled over very naturally, while 
such as had natural growth and hold of roots did 
not yield. The general damage was, however. in 
the way of leaves, twigs, boughs, and branches, 
the streets and yards being thickly scattered with 
green. 

A small portion of the cornice of the Tremont 
House became loose, and for several minutes sway - 
ed toand froin the wind as if uncertain which 
way to fall. Finally it toppled over on the roof. to 
the gratification of the proprietors, who feared it 
might come down on the pavement. Several win- 
dows in the upper stories were blown ont. and the 
gale whistied viciousiy through the halls, to the 
intense disgust of the chambermaids and other 
help, who thought the day of judgment had arriv- 
ed. During the fury of the storm it required six 
men to brace the doors of the Dearborn-street en- 
trance. 

A huge flagetaff, which surmounted the front of 
the Coliseum building, was blown down, crushing 
through the skylight and smashing about $50 worth 
of glass. Fora few minutes the rain poured in by 
the barrel, giving the upper storya decided wet- 
ting down. 

Lowande’s Brazilian Circus company had just 
about completed the erection of ite tents and get- 
ting things into shape, preparatory to giving the 
customary afternoon entertainment, when the 
Peoria zephyr announced its 1 oy The round 
top was hurriedly lowered, but not in time.

One 
of the quarter-poles was snapped in two, and there 
was a general demoralization of the spangies, 
trappings, and other paraphernalia. The ** side- 
show in which the Bohemian glassblower was 
wont to show his skill was razed to the ground, 
and practically tord into ribbons. Otherwise there 
was no damage. The circus people hope to make 
repairs in time to give an exhibition this after- 
noon. 

In crossing the Van Buren street bridge John 
Rose lost contro] of his horses and brake, and the 
wind carried the car down the steep grade at a ter- 
rific rate. The driver fainted away, and the con- 
ductor was unable to go to his assistance. The car 
and horses drifted down to Fifth avenue, where 
— were stopped. No one, fortunately, was 

urt. 

Car No. 133, of the Van Buren Street line, a 
new vehicle, was lifted bodily from the track on 
Fifth avenue, near Monroe street, and came in 
contact with a wagon, and was badly damaged. 
The horse and wagon were driven by the force of 
the wind across the street. 

Plenty of warning of a storm was given, so that 
nearly everybody furled his sails. —that is, shut 
up his awnings as closely as possible,—but where 
this was neglected the cloth went with arush. No. 
732 Wabash avenue had six awnings, for instance; 
now it has tive bad wrecks instead. ‘ 

A rumor was rife down towntnat the wind had 
lifted the roof off the grand stand at the ball 
grounds and carried it over into the fleld. On in- 
spection, nothing of the kind was found. It was 
an excellent chance for the wind, and an accident 
might easily have happened had the President not 
shown great forethought by sending Mr. Finley to 
sit on the structure and hold it doun. Finley be- 
ing in position when the wind came, there was, of 
course, no show for the latter. 

Less notable results of the gale and rain are 
briefed as follows: 

A car on Archer road was lifted and moved half 
a dozen yards but no one was hurt. 

A scare, amounting almost to a panic, occurred in 
the operating room of the Western Union Tele- 

1aph office,.caused by a window being blown in. 
The operators all rushed for the stairways and ele- 
. yator, but fortunately no accident occurred. 

Tne fronts of the saloon No. 204 Van Buren 
street, and of the eating-house on the corner of 
Van Buren street and Pacific avenue, were caved in

The House of Correction is reported to have 
suffered severely in the way of broken windows. 

Telegraph poles along the C., B. & CG. Railroad 
were torn up for quite a distance outside the city. 

The sign of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad office 
on Clark street was flung to the sidewalk, but for- 
tunately did no material damage. 

The entire roof of George Standorf's coffce- 
house, at 237 Randolph street, was lifted off and 
taken some distance to the rear. 

A new building was being erected at the corner 
of Pacific avenue and Jackagn streets. . The entire 
substructure of brick and tfe flooring was thrown 
down and scattered in shapeless confusion. 
Plate-glass windows suffered in the stores of 
Kimball on State street, the New York [louse on 
Randolph street, No. 153 Clark street, Scott's bat 
store, corner Clark and Lake street, Chamber‘of 
Commerce building, corner Jackson street and 
Fifth avenne. . 

The plate-glags front of the Fidelity Storage 
Company, Nos. 78 and 80 Van Buren street, was 
utterly demolished, doing much damage by wind, 
water, and glass.

NORTH DIVISION. 

On the North Side tue damage inflicted by the 
storm was considerable. Two very large plate 
blass windows were blown out of the stores under 
McCormick Hall. One of these was in the boot 
and shoe store of Patrick Minogue, and was valued 
at 8200. and the other, worth about 8100, wae in 
Munger’s laundry office, on the Clark-street front. 
Along the streets running north, — Cass. Rush. and 
Dearborn, —branches of trees were strewn around 
in the wildest profusion, and on Oak strect, 
east of Rush. two good-sized shade trees a few 
feet apart were uprooted by the violence of the 
storm. In Washington Square and the vacant lot 
opposite it, on the west side of Clark street, sev- 
eral trees were blowa down, and about thirty trees, 
mostly of small size, were prostrated in Lincoln 
Park. On North Market, between Superior and 
Huron streets, between 150and 200 feet of wooden 
sidewalk was lifted bodily up and hurled across 
the street. 

It might have been supposed that North Wate 
street, which lies Jow and is practically all railroad, 
would suffer little, but curiously enough the re- 
verse was the case. A two-story frame building 
just east of Welle street. occupied by Jgemes 
O’Brien as a dwelling-house and saloon, | a 
cornice and the larger part of the front, the dam- 
age being estimated at $250. A shed, occupied as 
a blachsmith shop, immediately adjoining, was 
also badly wrecked. 80 far as reported no lives 
were lost nor injuries sustained by any one. 

ne minor results of the blow were as follows: 

The sheds of the Northwestern Brick Com- 
pany on the North Branch were blown down. 

A window in Westminster Presbyterian Church 
gave way and let in more moisture than was 
needed. 

ON THE WATER. 

The storm played havoc with the shipping in the 
river, slips, and lake-basin. Large schooners, 
tugs, yachta, and small craft were set adrift, and 
did a lage amount of damage. One man nada 
narrow dscape from drowning by the upsetting of a 
sail-boat, and that gave rise to the report that four 
men on the same craft had lost their lives, but the 
rumor was not correct. 

Sailing-masters who arrived — after the 
squail reported that it was not particularly severe 
outside, and so far as could be ascertained no 
serious damage resulted to vessels that arrived 
since the storm passed over the city. 

The power and severity of the wind can be real- 
ized from the fact that vessels were driven from 
their moorings, some dragging their anchors, and 
others parting heayy lines. In one instance a 
echooner was struck with such force that she broke 
four lines, and was driven up and down 4 slip with 
the various changes of the wind, damaging other 
craft and receiving considerable injury herself. 

Old mariners said the wind blew from all points 
of the compass within an hour, and fairly shook 
the largest craft lying at the docks. The water 
suddenly rose in the lake and swept clear over the 
Government pier and the breakwaters. 

The most serious damage occurred in IIlinois 
Central Slip C, Jon the east side of Elevator 
„B. in the lake basin, between the Government 
pier and the breakwater, and in the South Branch 
between Van Buren and Harrison streets.

Anderson's sunken 
craft showed her spars and booms only out of the 
water, and in that condition she was towed to the 
breakwater and righted. The mishap was magni- 
fied into a serious disaster, and the report spread 
over some quarters that four men had been drown- 
ed who were in the sailboat when she was swamped. 
While the thrilling scene above-mentioned was 
in progress, the two large three-anc-after schoon- 
ers Sumnyside and Sweetheart, that were moored in 
the basin off the Illinois Central breakwater, drag- 
ged their heavy anchors and drifted about in the 
wildest and niost dangerous manner. The Sweet- 
heart was driven a little to the northward at first, 
rd the Government pier, 
and continued to drift 
to the southwest, 


and then eastward towa 
against which she pound 
rapidly. She swung her 
and her stern struck the shed occupied by 
Ole Olesen, an old man who uses it 
to supply anglers with tackle and bait, and in a 
moment tore one side of the structure off and 
nearly upset the remainder. A sleepy fisherman, 
who was enjoying a ‘‘snooze in the little build- 
ing, was suddenly awakened by the unlooked-for 
intrusion, and unceremoniously bounced into the 
heavy shower of rain and the torrent of water 
that came pouring from the lake over the pier. 
The schooner rubbed her rt side along 
the pier for some distance further and then 
headed out into the basin. The Sunny- 
side followed quite closely after the Sweetheart, 
and both sailed as rapidly as if they were at sca, 
unimpeded by heavy anchors. The tug Mary Mc- 
Lane came to the rescue of the vessels, and soon 
towed them away from the pier and saved them 
from becoming seriously damaged in their hulls. 
The taffrail of the Sweetheart was broken a little, 
and the Sunnyside crushed ber yaw! to pieces 
against the pier. The anchor chains of both ves- 
sels became badly entangled, and it required a force 
of men and the tug to extricate them and get the 
vessels firmly moored again. 

Some small boats lying along the breakwater 
were slightly damaged, but none seriously. 

THR ILLINOIS CENTRAL SLIP 

nearest the lake basin’ was the scene of more 
trouble and damage, and several yachts, tugs, 
schooners, canal- boat, and a pile-driver had a 
miraculous escape from getting either crushed to 
piéces orennk. On the westside of the slip, op- 
posite Elevator b>" was the fore-and-after 
schooner Walter B. Allen; owned by J. M. Long, 
Esq. She was secured to the cock by four new 
and large lines. On the opposite side of the slip 
the schooner Ostrich was lying, and just 
forward of her bow we three tugs of the 
Union Towing Association, the M. P. Harrison, 
Union, and Van Dalson, out of commission, lying 
alongside of each other. South of the tugs was a 
little sail craft without a name, and forward of her 
lay the yachts Mamie, Frolic, and Lucy, and Mr. 
Warrenton's steam pleasure yacht Idler. A canal- 
boat, the H. S. Carpenter, laden with stone, and a 
pile-driver were opposite the yachts and close to 
the bridge, between the basin and the slip. The 
large steam-barge Inter-Occan was north of the 
Allen. When tne storm broke in its greatest fury 
it struck the Allen on her port side with such force 
as to part the four lines above referred to, and 
drive the vessel northward and across the slip. 
She sailed fast, and just as if she was going outside 
to dance on the high waves of the sea. Her frst 
tilt with obstractions was at Van Schaick’s lumber 
yard, where she crushed a small boat to atoms and 
threw over some lumber piles. Then she swung 
partially around, and going southward jammed her 
stern into the Ostrich's stern and got the worst of 
it, putting daylight into her just below the taifrail, 
and injuring that portion somewhat. The Ostrich 
was not damaged, but plunged forward and parted 
her lings, and set the three tugs adrift, her 
jibboom tearing away a temporary wooden struct- 
ure built around the tug Harrison to protect her 
from the weather. The tugs and the schooners all 
adrift. and the few men about them helpless to 
prevent mischief being done by them, presented a 
startling sight for atime. he big vessels made 
straight forthe yachts. The Mamie got afoul of 
the Froiicand snapped off about four feet of the 
latter's main boom, while the Lucy and the Idler 
were crowded. into close quarters by the tugs and 
other craft. Fortunately the Alien swung over to- 
ward the canai-boat, aud the yachts were saved from 
further damage. But the canaler came near getting 
sunk with her cargo of stone, and the spile-driver 
was in danger. Whileſthe Allen was hammering 
against the south end of the slip, and the tugs and 
yachts were in mingied confusion, the tug Prindi- 
ville, with Capt. Crawford aboard, came into the 
slip not a moment too soon, just in time to save 
the craft from going to pieces. During all this 
time the wind blew a hurricane and the rain 
poured in torrents. Capt. Crawford soon hauled 
the Allen around and secured her to her dock, got 
the tuzs to their old places, made the Ostrich fast, 
and straightened out things generally. The yacht- 
men took care of theircraft, aud dried their sails 
and cabin cushions after the storm. 

In addition to having her stern stove in, the 
Allen had a smal! hole made in her stem, close to 
the water-line, and her mainsail, which had been 
partially hauled up to dry, wastornfrom the gaff 
and rent into ridboons. Mr. Long estimates his 
damage at $250. 

Still another acene of a similar character was go- 
ing on at the same time im the South Branch. The 
large schooner Annie Vought, lying at Doolktle's 
dock, south of Van Buren street, slipped her bow 
lines from the timber-heads, and the seaman in 
charge of her. in order to prevent her from 
swinging around and driving her jibboom into the 
stone derricke at the Singer & Talcott Company's 
yards, cast the stern lines loose, but the schooner 
struck one of the huge derricks used in raising 
stone and broke it in two, and also upset the en- 
gine-house, overturning the engime, and playing 
the deuce generally. he vessel came off without 
a scratch. It will ”-~ several hundred, and 
perhaps a thousand, dollars to fepair the damage. 
The echooner was soon afterward hauled over to 
her former place without doing further damage. 

The bark Winona, lying near Twelfth street 
bridge, also broke adrift. but did no serious injary 
to surrounding craft and vroperty before she was 
securediand moored in a stronger manner. 

At the lumber-market docks only one vessel, the 
schooner Monsoon, parted a line, but she was made 
fast to another craft before she couid swing around. 
There were about twenty vessels at the market 
docks, and fortunately they escaped without in- 

ury. 
A schooner, whose name was not ascertained, 
had her jibboom broken in the river. 

No damage was done to tne shipping up the 
North Brancb. 

The eccentric meteorological performances of 
the day were concluded by a series of specially 
drenching showers, which put a dampness on 
everything in the form of amuseménts. The 
Thomas concerts were flooded; the circus consisted 
of a ring full of water. which a few men made 
efforts to bail out, thetheatres were deserted, the 
fruit-stands abandoned, and the streets a- des- 
olate as if the thermometer were twenty degrees 
below zero. It has been many years since as much 
rain has fallen in twenty-four hours as managed to 
descend yesterday, or since it has fallen in so many 
different ways. —horizontally, vertically, oblique- 
ly, from east, west, and north.

MARBLEHEAD, MASS. 

Bostoxr, June 25.—At 2 o'clock this morning fire 
broke out in the rear of the Marblehead Hotel, 
Pleasant street, and from this small beginning 
spread until fifteen acres of buildings, including 
every shoe factory but five in the town, had been 
destroyed. The Fire Department rallied with all 
possible dispatch, but it was soon seen that the fire 
was beyond control. Dispatches were sent to 
Salem and Lynn for help. The main source of the 
water-supply was a brick pond reservoir, and over 
this was the Gen. Glover engine-house. In the 
rear of the engine-house was a building owned by 
John S. Martin, and occupied by Lyons & Collins, 
shoe manufacturers. Only a few feet from, this 
factory was a inthe rear of the Marblehead 
Hotel. The hotel itself stood about twenty feet 

from the engine-house, Thus the first result of the 
fire was the simultaneous burning of these four 
buildings, and consequently the Fire Department 
was virtually compelled to wait until these burnt 
in order to get any reliable supply of water. 

Close to the hotel, on the eastern side, was the 
large Pope Block, occupied by F. W. & T. M. 
Mon and J. M. Cropley, shoe manufacturers, 
which Was soon envelo in names. Next came 
the factory of E. Y. rtlett & Co.; then the 
Rechabite Building aud Nathaniel Glover's factory, 
thus taking every building in the space between 

leasant street, School street, and the railroad 
track. 

The fire now leaped both Pleasant and School 
streets, at one and the same time, the south side of 
Pleasant street containing the houses of Mrs. 
Chapman and Joshua O. Lefavour. 

The east side of School street and Sewal! strect 
were on fire. The flames from Glover's factory 
caught that of Wormstead & Woodfin. corner of 
School and Sewall streets, and a dwelling- house op- 
posite occnpied by William Sennott, and at the 
same time the building of T. T. Pame, corner of 
Pleasant and School streets, and occupied as a 
store and dwelling by William H. Caswell. 

During this time the house of Nicholas P. Pit- 
man, on Spring street, was caught by falling 
cinders, insuring the destruction of every building 
on the west side of that street. Joshua O. La- 
favour's shop, corner of School and Pleasant, was 
now on fire. 

From Lefavour's building the fire quickly com- 
municated to a dwelling-house on the other cor- 
ner, owned by John H. Brown, and occupied by 
Joseph W. Forsythe. Next in that vicinity quickly 
followed Allerton Block, Nathaniel Glover's house, 
and the South Church, together with Henry 
Symonds’ hardware store. 

Opposite, on the western side of Pleasant street, 
the flames had now burned T. T. Paine's house, 
the Humphrey House, next to it, and then the 
Eastern Railroad depot, with four passenger cars. 

From the depot the flames communicated to T. 
T. Paine's new stable in the rear. Then followed 
the barn and house of Benjamin Hathaway, and 
the dwelling-house of T. Pitman, occupied by Mrs. 
Trasher with a boarding-house. Then the houses 
on both sides of Sewall street caught fire, andin a 
very short time everything was leveled between 
Pleasant, School. and Spring streets. 

In the meantime the fire crept along Schoo) 
street toward Washington, destroying in its coarse 
the frame of the new engine-house, the carpenter- 
shop of T. 8. Meservy, and the stable of G. H. 
Wheatland, of Salem, occupied by Enoch S. Ped- 
kins; a church (Third Congregational!) which stood 
at the junction of School, Washington, and Essex 
streets. Dy thie time steamer No. 2, of Salem. 
arrived, and soon had the fire at the south extrem- 
ity under control, and prevented further spread in 
that direction. N 

The destruction of the houses of John Madden, 

Amos Evans, and a small building used bya firm 
of marble-cutters soon followed, while on the 
eastern side of Essex street the flames de- 
stroyed the large factory formerly occn- 
pied by John H. Wilkins, the dwelling- houses 
of Henry Paine and William C. Woodin, and the 
Missen dock and houses on the other side as far as 
that of H. F. Pitnan's. At this point the fire in 
this direction was stopped. 
During this time the fire had worked along 
Sewall street, taking in regular order on the east 
side the house and shop of W. A. Stevens, the 
factory formerly used by John Ware, house of 
Thomas Stacey, house and staples of T. T. Paine, 
and houses of William Stockwell and J. C, 
Wyman. : 

On the west side of Sewall street, commencing 
with the house of Thomas Foss, there succumbed 

given succession the house of George Churcn, 
factory and barn of Phillip.Lefavour, house of 
Joseph Chapman. honse and barn of P. T. Wood- 
fin, house of T. W. Mason, and house of Eleazure 
Drakes, where the fire finally stopped about 6:30. 

Over forty dwelling-houses were consumed, and 
the occupants saved but a very smal! proportion of 
their furniture, and some families only the clothes 
they had on when escaping from the burning build- 
ings. Seventy-two buildings in all were consumed. 

Looking from the side} of the Gen. Glover En- 
gine-House, a clear view, obstructed only by the 
standing chimneys of destroyed buildings, was had 
of * fifteen acres ot land, inclosed by Essex. 
School, Pleusant, Spring. and Sewall streets. In 
a few brief hours the flanjes bad destroyed two- 
thirds of the old town, and left, without — 
of employment, fully three-quarters of the male 
and female workers of Marblehead. One-haif 
of the buildings are destroved, including 
barns, factories, and 1 — and it 
is a fair estimate to place the loss at not less than 

500, The only factiries left are those of 
Joseph Harris & Sons, Samuel nee Oe 
II. Merritt, Litchman Hros., and Wiliam K. 
Brown, Second. .

The route will be 
through Washington street, Chester Park, Colum- 
bus avenue, Tremont, and Boylston streets to 
Washington again; thence through Summer and 
other business streets to the Custom- House; 
thence through State, School, and Beacon streets 
‘by the State-House to Commonwealth ave- 
nue and the Brunswick House. where, 
after a review of the troops, the Presi- 
dent and party will dine with Gov. 
Rice and a few guests, among whom will be 
Chief-Justice Gray, the presiding officers of the 
two branches of the Legislature, the President 
Harvard College, the Mayor of Boston, Prof. Jam 
Russell Lowell. and their ladies. 5 

Mrs. Hayes and the ladies of the party will view 
the procession from a stage erected in front of the 
State-House. 

The public and many of the private buildings will 
be decorated. 

At 4 o'clock the President will be escorted to 
Faneuil Hall, where he will hold a public recep- 
tion. In the evening he will attend a concert given 
in his honor by the Apollo Club at the Music Fiall. 
The hall will be filled by the elite of the city, the 
admission being by invitation. 

Wednesday morning the President will accom- 
pany the Governor from the State- House to Har- 
vara College, this, however, being in accord- 
ance with an oid custom when the College was a 
State institution.

The lumber market was rather quiet. The offer- 
ings were light and buyers were not very anxious 
to buy, their stock being equal to the require- 
ments of the trade. Prices were unchanged.

To the ur The Tribune. 

Cc. June 25.—The official circular of the 
New York Produce Exchange comes to hand with 
ite nenal burden of printed errors. Were this a 
private publication its statements might be over- 
looked, as they might be supposed to be more or 
leas of the nature of estimates, but when it is 
stated to be the official utterance of the New York 
merchants it should be correct. If not trespass- 
ing upon your space, I shoald like to be allowed to 
point outa very few of its most important mis- 
takes. In the statement of the visible supply of 
grain on June 16 in the issue of June 22, it places 
the stock of wheat at Duluth as 85,000 bu. Last 
week thie authority placed it at 60,000, and the 
most reliable parties in Daluth say there 
was no movément of wheat there during 
the week ending June 16. Yet the ciréu- 
lar says the stock increased 25,000 daring 
thattime. It places the stock of wheat in Toron- 
to, June 16, at 261,139 bu. Now, the official pub- 
lication of stocks in Toronto and Montreal is made 
on the Ist and 15th of each month, and the figures 
just mentioned are those of the Ist of June, while 
the stock June 15 was 191,677 du. The circular 
has the Montreal stock correct, and the stocke in 
these two cities sre always made public on the 
same day. People can draw their own conciusions. 
* It makes the stock of wheat in Oswego only 60. 000 
> | ba, and has published for several months the stock 
there at about this figure, while in reality they have 
bad much more all the time. June 16 their stock was 
175,000, June 9. 190,000, and June 2, 170, 000, 
which ageres can be proven by any one desiring to 
doso, It places the quantity of wheat shipped by 
lake from Chicago, Milwankee, Detroit, and Tole- 
do for the week ending June 16 at 650,597 bn, 
while the correct quantity is 319,359 bn, as can be 
verified by any one by sending for the Custom- 
House returns.

Judge McAllister Decides Gage's Bonds- 
men Are Liable to the City. 


The Legal Definition of the “ North Door 
aE of the Court- House.“ 


A Dissatisfied’ Lessee Wants His Lease

nage McAllister yesterday morning rendered a 
arn on several demurrers to pleas in the case 
sof the City vs. David A. Gage and his bondsmen. 
Tue genera! effect of the decision is that the bonds - 
men are liable for Gage’s defalcation, though they 
, gre not bound dy the figures bis books show as to 
the amount of the deficit. Technically, tne de- 
murrers to the eighth, ninth, tenth, and eleventh 
jal pleas were sustained, and the demurrer to 

the separate plea of Gage. The order overruling 
the defendant's demurrer to the second and third 
replications to the fourth plea was set aside, and 
the demurrers to the rejoinders carried back and 
sustained to the replications, the qudge not believing 
jp the doctrine. The eighth plea was. generally,

000. That the city knew there was a deficit

WHISKY. 

An Interesting Contribution to Wisconsin 
Political Literature---How Marshal Ham- 
ilton Attempted to Set Upa Job on Matt 
Carpenter and “ Boss" Keyes. 

From Our Own Correspondent, 

Wasurreton, D. C., June 20.—The secret his- 
tory of the Wisconsin whisky-prosecutions has 
never been fully written. The Congressional] in- 
vestigation of two years ago brought many of the 
facts to light, but the letter which follows was not 
produced at the investigation, and has never before 
been published. It shows that Charles 8. Hamil- 
ton, United States Marshal, was one of the original 
movers in the investigation and, prosecutions. 
Whether Mr. Hamilton was ‘instigated by political 
malice, is a question which he can settle with his 
political opponents.

RELIGIOUS. 
THODIST MINISTERS. 

The regular weekly meeting of the Methodist 
pastors was held yesterday morning in the confer- 
ence-room on Washington street. After the usual 
| devotional exercises, a series of resolutions on the 
death of Father Leonard were presented by the 
Rev. E. M. Boriag and unanimously adopted. 

Dr. Hitchcock said that it bad been customary 
forthe meeting to make some report to the Confer- 
ence on the work of the Seamen's Bethel. He 
thought it might be necessary to appoint a commit- 
tee to confer with the Seamen's Aid Society on the 
question of consolidation of the two. He noted 
also that Father Leonard had put consideranle 
of his own money into the Bethej, and that build- 
ing had been sold undera mortgage. He moved a 
‘committee of five to look into the whole matter, 
and to report from time to time. Carried, and the 
following Committee appointed: wr. Hitchcock, 
W. F. Stewart, E. M. Boring, A. R. Scranton, 
and Grant Goodrich. 

The Rev. Mr. ‘Leonard, a Presbyterian clergy- 
man of Cincinnati, brother of the deceased Father 
Leonard, was introduced, and spoke of his 
brother's work on the Mariners’ Temple. 

Mr. Frankland, of the Bethel, added some facts 
about the business aspect of the case. His con- 
clusions were that it would be impossible to redeem 
the property at present, unless some rich man 
would come forward and guarantee the necessary 
sum about $16, 000. : 

Elder Jutkins called attention to the fact that for 
the pust two years the only work of the City Miss- 
lonary Society had been to keep along the work 
undertaken earlier. Last year about $2,450 was 
subscribed bya few friends and paid on the debts 
of the churches adopted by the Society. For the 
coming year $3,500 would be needed to wipe out 
the debts on the State Stagct, Kossuth Street, Dixon 
Street, Brighton, and Desplaines Churches. Of 
this sam about $1, 500 or $2, 000 was subscribed al- 
ready by a few individuals, leaving $1, 500 or $2, 000 
to be raised by the churches. A discussion arose 
on the question how to raise a sum of $500, which 
had been partly pledged by the preachers’ mecting 
three years ago for the payment of a brother who 
had advanced a sum for a site fora church edifice. 
The whole subject was referred toa committee of 


ones to succor most, which was A true 
of Chicago. He moved that Mayor Heath appoint 
committees to visit citizens and solicit aid for the 
St. John sufferers. 

The motion was carried, and Mayor Heath said 
he would announce the committees afterward. 

MR. D. B. FISK 

thought the $10,000 which St. John had contrib- 
uted to Chicago in her hour of need should now be 
returned with interest. He did not understand 
that there was any good and sufficient reason wny 
the Relief & Aid Society should not move in this 
matter and see that St. John’s kindness wae repaid. — 
Mr. Fiek intimated that an opinion from Mr. Dex- 
ter on this point wouid be acceptable. 

Mr. Dexter said the money contributed to Chi- 
cago should be held strictly forthe purposes for 
which it was given. He thought that to return this 
money would be establishing a bad precedent, the 
result of which, if carried out, nobody could fore- 
sec. His idea was, that the citizensof Chicago 
should give their own money, submit even to hard- 
ships and inconveniences, if need be, and not give 
somebody’selse money. He was willing to go 
down into his own pocket for the relief of the 
sufferers, and he knew that this sentiment largely 
pervaded the community. While the citizens of 
Chicago were generous and sympathetic, let them 
be just and exact in the execution of the trust com- 
mitted to them. 

Mr. Fisk wanted toinquire if this Relief & Aid 
Society fund had not been devoted to other sources 
than those for which it was intended. He did not 
mean toimply thatit haa been misappropriated, 
or misspent, but had it not been given to other 
poor besides those suffering directly from the fire? 

Mr. King said it had not. It had been expended 
for tue relief of the wants of those directly and 
indirectly injured by the fire. The Society was 
receiving applications, in fact, nearly every day 
from some who, from motives of pride, had been 
backward in presenting their requests for aid. 

Mr. Fisk accepted the explanation and declared 
his willingness to go down into his pocket and con- 
tribute as largely of his means as possible. 

Mr. Richardson said he had entertained views 
quite similar to those held by Mr. Fisk, but the 
explanation of the matter was perfectly satisfac-
